As if it wasn’t possible for someone to lie on 
them. 


Maybe it’s the effects coming from the same thing that keeps statement for 
actual supernatural events from being recorded digitally, rather than on tape. 
That is another of the mysteries of the archive that I am eager to get an answer 
for.

That being said, we have finally heard more of Sasha, the kind of 
person she is, as well as heard more of Tim. We have met a new 
oddity, this one oddly reminiscent of the creature the Lensik 
father warned his son about in “Burned Out’, who has “all the 
bones in his hands” and who was keeping him from researching 
the fractals before killing him.
